of the African National Congress. 

Several other former residents 
of South Africa, now in new York 
City, will be contacted soon.

Gregory hits suppression

"America is a sick, slimy, 
degenerate society run by a 
bunch of faggot-assed fogeys.'-' . 
This blast was levelled again ^ 
and agata last night at Loyo^ 
la by militant black comedian 
Dick Gregory. 

For this condition, he de- 
clared, not -only Nixon is to 
blame, but also the so-called 
"decent folks" who would 
have ' crushed, true morality 
ten years ago as they are 
trying to now. They see mo- 
rality, he added, as a "shaven 
face, a Brooks Brothers suit, 
and a haircut once a week, 
if you have that you can be as 
sick and degenerate as you 
want." 

"America would tie Jesus 
on a peace syn<bol and . drop 



hhn over a cliff," he pro- 
claimed, as he; accused white 
America /.of .using its own 
children as the "new Indians", 
by blaming all its troubles 
on them and murdering them 
atK'entStote. 

This tragedy^ was the cul- 
mhiation of a long history of 
using various minority groups 
as scapegoats. When the Irish 
refused to remain in that role, 
Gregory said, "the Irish po- 
licemen were used to enforce 
bad laws and were made to 
think that they were protect- 
ing the constitution." . 

The Italians, he continued; 
in their scapegoat "Indian" 
phase produced Sacco and Van- 
zctti, alleged . terrorists wlio 
were, executed after an unfair. - 



trial Today, "while every- 
body looks, to the Italians as 
the bejgtarUng and the end 
of crime, the real gangsters 
walk down' the streets as 
statesmen," Gregory com- 
mented bitterly. 

The "nigger", said Grego- 
ry, "volunteered to be the 
whitejnan's Indian - he would 
helhp^lnjjjust' pis badly, but 
he'^uld.'getvtp cany a gun. 
But" bla«s '.became both the 
niggers and the Indians." 

Another problem with Ame- 
rica according to Gregory 
is that property rights are 
considered more hnportant 
than human rights. "By fitting 
this tight shoe of property 
rip,hts on nature's foot, you're

S, C. expands bursaries 



Apparently flushed with confi- 
dence resulting from a balanced 
budget, Students' Council gave the 
-go-ahead recently for the expan- 
.sipn.: of the number of. bursaries 
-it' presently disbibutes to needy 
McGillstudents. < . 
- At the last Council meettag held 
last week, representatives ap- 
proved a motion to establish 10 
bursaries, each worth $150. Funds 
for the grants were approved, 
and pending agreement with the 
Student Aid office which admin- 
isters the grants, the bursaries 
will soon be awarded to suitable 
applicants. 

Kevin O'Connell, Internal Vice- 
President of the McGill Students' 
Society, said the plans concerning 
the grants were originally made 
during the summer months. 

He noted that last year, $450 
-was allocated for only three bur- 
saries. 

"I thought the sihiatlon was 



rather hypoCTiUcal." he said. 
"Establishing these new bursaries 
is the minimum the Students' 
Society can do for Its members 
when it has blown $3000 on Fresh- 
man Reception." 

"At least the bursaries are, 
.budgetted for," he conttaued.

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"Abortions are murder

The anti-abortion movement took a step out of semi- 
obscurity recently with the taping of an Uider Attack se- 
quence at Sir George Williams University. 

"Any interruption of the growth of a fetus is j)utright 
murder and should be treated as such," declared Mrs. Grace 
Haigraves/diaimian of the Alliance For Life, an Ottawa- 
based anti-abortion organization . 

Denouncing current abortion laws as being too liberal, 
the mother of seven restricted the application of abortion to 
those cases where the mother's life was otherwise in jeo- 
pardy. ' 

" Mrs. Hargraves compared the tennination .of pregnan- 
cies caused by incest or rape to Iynchhi^Hg||||^«^,^>^ 

Using staUstlcs allegedly supplied!) t^^ttie^inlhion 
Bureau of Statistics, she claimed that léss than 10 women 
died each year for the past five years from illegal abortions. 

Thé AFL chairman slanuned the media for creating 
"panic propaganda", noting that newspaper estimates of 
non-clinical abortions have been as high as 500,000 a year. . 
This figure implies that one out of every eight women of ' 
child-bearing age has an abortion each year. 

Several times during questioning by an all-male panel 
and by the audience, Mrs. Hargraves held up pictures of 
fetuses at different stages of development. 

"You can count the fingers and toes of this eight-week- 
old fetus," she pointed out. "This unborn child has the same 
right to live as a child already bom." 

Commenting on the plight of women who suffer maim- 
ing or death due to non-dbnical abortions. Mrs. Hargraves 
said, "If the woman didn't take a life in thé first place, she 
wouldn't be hemorrhaging or dying.!' 

This apparently callous attitude is based on. beiJdea^

and that of the AFL that "the human life, which begins at 
conception and ends at death, is a life, apart from the 
mother's and will never be duplicated."' ' . 

"Neither you nor I hâve the ri^t to kill a human child, 
v4iether it is in the womb or outside of it," she asserted. 

The outspoken crusader also justified imposing AFL 
beliefs on other women on the grounds that a human life is 
thereby saved. 

Mrs. Hargraves shuddered when told of a McGill stu- 
dent who almost died after she was douched with a powerful 
determent to induce an abortion.

their pregnancies at any cost, she mabitalned that safe 
clinic^ abortions should not be legalized. 

"Even if some people in our society rape, steal and 
murder, should we legalize rape, theft and murder?" she 
asked. 

In response to posters proclaiming "This uterus is not 
Government property," Mrs. Hargraves said, /The ans- 
wer 'to the problem of women who cannot face their pre- 
gnancies b contraception, not abortion. 

"Failing this, society should provide care for unwed 
mothers and their babies." she added. 

In a Daily interview. Mrs. Hargraves advised pregnant 
McGill students to contact Birthright, a Toronto group which 
provides , free psychiatric, gynaecological and obstetrical 
îcjwtojwwed mothers; 



"More important;" she noted, "Birthright will counsel 
the girl and help her so that she.won't thhik her pregnancy 
is the worst thing in the world and that her life won't go on ' 
anymore if the pregnancy is not terminated. " 

"They will combat the depression that is prevalent in 
all pregnant women during theh: first few months of pre- 
gnancy," she continued. 

Nbs. Hargraves revealedt' that pregnant girb who 
threaten sufclde^jreiy rarely cany out theh: threat, due to 
"a type of strong sjuyival bistfaict." ~ 

"The suicide rate of pregnant women hi the 20-24 year- 
old age group is oneéixth that of non-pregnant girls hi this 
age group," she dahned. 

Another membçr of the Alliance For Life, Dr. Suzanne 
Carreau, contended that contracting German measles during 
pregnancy is not enough cause to warrant an abortion. 

According to Dr. Caaeau. although German measles 
causes severe birth defects in a certahi percentage of 
babies, the percentage estimates range. from 10 percent to 
90 percent.. 

"I wouldn't take the decision to kill possibly two or 
three perfectly healthy babies to prevent the birth of one 
malfont)«l 'child," said Dr. Carreau in a telephone inter- 
view. "I know crippled people who prefer their lifé to none 
at all." 

Unlike Mrs. Hargraves, however. Dr. Carreau agrees 
to abortions hi certain cases where the mother-to-be has 
had counsellhig and all help possible but still opts for 
abortion. . > ■'_ ■ , ■ t, . - 'aàiôfttBi^^fe' 

"But the decision should hot be madeWa^ic,»' Dr. 
Carreau concluded.

Jackson s/ayings 
termed unjustified 



WASHINGTON (CUP) - The 
shootings of six students at Kent 
State University in Ohio and 
Jackson State College in Missis- 
sippi by law enforcement autho- 
rities last May was "completely 
unjustified": two members of 
the Proidenf s Commission on 
Campus Unrest said. - 

James Ahem, 38, Police Ctiicf 
of New Haven. Conn., and Joseph 
Rhodes Jr., 22, a Harvard stu- 
dent, were interviewed Sunday. 

"Hie .commission conducted 
investigations into the four . 
deaths at Kent State and the two 



at Jackson State. The findings 
were "A remarkable, incredible 
lack of concern for the human 
life of blatdc people" among the 
police in Jackson, Rhodes said. 

Testimony concerning the 
footings by National Guard 
Troops at Kent State was con- 
tradictory, he said, but "We 
found that hi both cases the use 
of the deadly force that was 
used was completely unjusti- 
ned." 

The Commission will make 
public its full report, later this 
week.

Dreams of raising $20,- 
000 for the Canadian .Cystic 
Hbrosis Foundation turned. 
oiil|.toJbe Just that, McGill 
Shinerama organizers dis- 
covered yesterday. 

Final tallies showed that 
only a little over $1,100 
was collected during the 
day-long drWe held Friday. 

Although plans called for 
300 students to roam the 
streets of downtown Mont- 
real, the McGill campus and 
Jarry Park, only 80 volun- 
teers ever materialized. 

Terming eariy reports of 
success 'bunk', Frank Ga- 
brielli, co-ordlnator of the 
campaign, blamed the con* 
ditional permit grapfed 1^ 
Montreal City Hall as being 
the main factor in the cam- 
paign's failure. 

The permit apparently al- 
lowed collection of funds 
only on prhrate property 
where permission had been 
granted. 

The reason ghren for the 
restriction, Gabrlelll claim- 
ed, was the fear that the 
students might "cause 
trouble". 

'"As a member of the 
Faculty of Education, I find. 
It very hard to believe that 
the future teachers of Que- 
bec would go out and cause 
a riot, especially when 
they're working • to save 
children's Ihres," he pointed 
out. 

. Complications in ' Jarry 
Park and competition from 
the Crippled Children's 
Campaign also apparently 
helped sabotage campaign 
goals. 

Although the McGllj edu- 
catloii students had permis- 
sion to campaign at the Jar- 
ry Park parking lot, they 
were expelled from the 
. premises.
